Lloyd Garrison To Take

The U. S. supreme court has 
appointed a special master to take 
testimony in the suit through 
which Georgia hopes to break the 
present system of freight rate 
making and to place the south on) 
an equal footing with shippers| 
throughout the country. | 

The suit, brought against 20 
railroads, alleges violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act in the 
method used by them to deter- 
mine freight rates. 

The appointment of a master to 
take the long and involved testi- 
mony follows the procedure ex- 
pected by Gov. Arnall. who had 
the suit instituted. 

Since the suit has been pend. 
ing, the lower house of congress 
has passed the Bulwinkle bill, to 
place the railroads outside juris- 
diction of the Sherman anti-trust 
act in the matter of agreements 
in the making of rates. The bill 
has not yet come before the sen- 
ste, but Gov. Arnall has said he 
is hopeful the bil’ will be killed 
there, leaving the question to the 
eourt. 

GARRISON SELECTED . 

Lloyd K. Garrison, who is chair- 
man of the War Labor Board and_/| 
a member of the fact-finding 
group named by President Tru- 
man to investigate the General 
Motors strike, was named master 
by the supreme court.

If the house-hunters of Atlanta have anything to do with it, 
State Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook will find a legal-basis for per- 
mitting Gov. Arnall to let surplus rooms in the executive man- 
sion to veterans caught in Atlanta’s “housing” shortage. 

The Governor disclosed Saturday that he intended to ask 
for an opinion on the matter but the attorney general said yes- 
terday that he has not yet received the request. 

“As soon as I do receive it,” he declared, “I will answer it. 
In the meantime, since the Governor's statement was printed in 
the newspaper, I have gotten from 25 to 40 phone calls from 
mothers and wives and friends of veterans who are looking for 
places to live.” He continued: 

“They all ask me to tell the Governor he can open the man- 
sion to the house-seekers. Some of them plead, some just ask, 
and some outright demand that I do so.” 

He pointed out that the executive mansion is maintained 
exclusively for the Governor and his family by special appro- 
priations from the state legislature. However, he added, the 
Governor has certain authority to use or deal with any surplus 
state property as he sees fit.

No Sympathy for These 


Somehow we can’t feel sorry for Amer- 


ican businessmen officially accused of 
attempting to finance a _ revolution in 
Ecuador. 


In this instance, the company (the 
Ambursen Engineering Corporation) failed 
to heed the recent State Department 
warning to keep out of Latin-American 
politics under penalty of losing the United 
States government’s aid abroad. 


The men persisted. Now they find that 
the State Department won’t come to thcir 
aid. If their fingers get burned, perhaps 
it will be a lesson to other business to 
stop meddling in another country’s puli- 
tics. 


We recall that this is not the first in- 
stance in which American business has in- 
terfered with the politics of another coun- 
try. In fact, it has been a frequent 
occurrence in our history. There have been 
oil men who have played political favor- 
ites gbroad for lucrative leases. If we 
remember rightly, the publisher Hearst 
urged war against Mexico at the same 
time that he held valuable properties in 


documents, as the testing ground of Hitler 
and Mussolini’s war machines. 


Moreover, there is no reason to doubt 
that Spain would have been an active 
participant in the Axis bid for world con- 
quest but for. the fact the Nazi high com- 
mand felt it could better serve their pur- 
pose as a listening post for information 
and a clearing house for essential goods. 


Franco is the last of the European 
dictators. 


Qualified observers state his tottering 
regime would be toppled by concerted 
diplomatic action against him. 


There seems, at last, real reason to hope 
that such action is in the offing.

“I wanted very much to become a ball player. But I had to de- 
cide whether to take a good sum for signing a contract or borrow 
some money and go back to school. After much prayerful struggle 
I chose the latter and went back to school. | 

“T will never forget those days of indecision and I will always 
be glad that I made the decision I did. It was Georgia-made and 
don’t think baseball did not have a strong appeal. It almost won.” 

Lausche is governor of Ohio and is expected later to go on to the 
United States Senate or to the national ticket. A Democrat and a 
successful man in law and politics, he has one of the finest “Ameri- 
can” stories.

But there isn’t the slightest doubt 
but that the Mencken “prejudices” against all frauds and hypocri- 
cies left the south stripped of many of her protective coverings of 
legend and ignorance. From that time on the south began to try. 
I can think of men with statues on our squares who have done less 
for us.

- Do Schools Impart 
Good Use of English? 


Among top-rank novelists of modern times, 

none excelled in the art of perfect description— 

word painting—the late Joseph Conrad. The 

opening paragraphs of his greatest—in my opinion—story, “Lord 
Jim” are all proof needed in support of that statement. 

Conrad was born a Pole. It was said that, when he decided to 
become a novelist, he considered the various languages most widely 
used and chose English as the best for his purpose. At that time 
he knew no English. So prefaced his writing career by learning 
our tongue, 

That a man of another language, so different as Polish from 
ours, could do this and become so great master of English seems 
remarkable, almost miraculous. Yet Conrad is not the only writer 
who has done this. 

I read, recently, a grandly written book by a man named DeLong 
who is, I believe, a Belgian. Nor do I think the book was a trans- 
lation. 1 might be mistaken, but my understanding is DeLong wrote 
originally in English. 

I am, at the moment, reading another book, written in English 
by a man whose native tongue was not ours. Thijs is, “The Lord 
Is a Man of War,” and the author, Stanley F. Donath, was born an 
Austrian. He came to America as a refugee from Naziism, soon after 
the anschluss, and acquired English here. He worked as a counter- 
man at a concession in the World’s Fair at New York. 

His book is fascinating, chiefly because of the complete charm 
of its writing, the formation -of its sentences and the beautiful 
descriptions of everyday things. 

One more example: 

Pierre Van Paassen, erstwhile companion on the staff of this 
paper, was a Fleming. He learned English after coming to Canada, 
later to the U. S., after he had served in the Belgian army all 
through the first World War. 

And I know of no newspaperman whose command of English 
and whose usage of the language is more perfect than that of 
Van Paassen. 


: : 9 These are four examples of the circumstances I 
Indicative , mean. There are, probably, many more. The 
point I want to make is, that men born to other tongues seem, often, 
to become better users of English as their adopted language than do 
most born in English-speaking lands and educated in English- 
speaking schools. 

And I wonder whether there is some basic fault in our methods 
of teaching a language which offers unlimited literary opportunity 
to our children in schoo! and our youths in college or university. 


Or is it that those who learn the language in infancy and child- 
hood accept their limited knowledge of its beauties without thought 
and without desire for further study? Does it really need first 
acquaintance in adulthood to make the individual truly appreciative 
of its possibilities and opportunities? 

Does lifetime familiarity breed carelessness in use? 

My own schooling in English was, 


The One Perfect Word in the classroom, merely prepara- 


tory. And I know I am careless, that my usage is often filled with 
glaring errors. 

I had a teacher of English, however, who was my favorite of 
all the faculty at the English public school I attended. His name 
was Waterhouse. 

He told us to study volumes of synonyms—not to learn the syno- 
nyms, Dut to discover for ourselves the slight differences, the delli- 
cate shadings in meaning, of words listed as synonyms. 


There are, he would say, no true synonyms. Each word conveys 
its own thought. It may convey thought almost synonymous with 
another, but not quite. To the real student of the language those 
slight differences are apparent. 

The truly great writer is never satisfied with any word which 
is merely a close synonym of a better word for the meaning he 
would convey. Never be satisfied, young gentlemen, when you 
write, with any word which approximates the one you want, no 
matter how close that approximation, Find the one, the only, word 
that fits in the context and says what is in your mind. Don’t be 
satisfied, don’t compromise, with approximation. 

He advised us, as boys, to read Robert Louis Stevenson. For, 
he said, Stevenson, better than any writer he knew, always used 
the one perfect word for what he had to write. 

I still read my dictionary, still refer to Roget, not seeking a syno- 
nym, but choosing among the so-called synonyms the word I want 
to use, 

Mark Twain said the dictionary would be wonderful reading 
matter if it didn’t change subject so frequently. I think the diction- 
ary is an invaluable, a fascinating volume. You’d be surprised at 
what you can learn by reference to and carefree reading of Noah 
Webster’s monument.

Counsel Resigns, 
Repudiating Probe 


WASHINGTON.—The resignation of former 

Attorney General William D. Mitchell as chief 

counsel of the Pearl Harbor investigating com- 

mittee can only be regarded as a repudiation of the smear tactics 

employed by minority members of the body in the conduct of the 
inquiry. 

Mr. Mitchell, a highly respected official of the former Hoover 

and Coolidge administrations, resigned along with his entire legal 

staff as a protest against the way the committee has functioned. 


He found cause to complain not only of the prospective length 
of the hearings, which promise to be drawn out far beyond the 
original time limits set, but also of the “scope” of the investigation 
and the ideas of “some members of the committee” as to what is 
pertinent evidence. 

The “some members” referred to by Mr. Mitchell are the Re- 
publican minority, although he politely refrained from identifying 
them personally. 

They are the ones who have sought to carry the investigation 
far afield of its intended purpose. It was impossible not to read 
into his statement of resignation pointed criticism of their attitude 
from the beginning. 

This attitude is best reflected in the strange thesis Republican 
members sought to develop at the outset that responsibility for the 
Pear! Harbor disaster lay at the feet of the late President Roosevelt. 

All of their efforts have been bent on showing that Mr. Roose 
velt plotted to get us into war, that he baited the Japs to attack 
us in Hawaii, and that proper warning was deliberately withheld 
from our commanders there as a means of making sure the attack 


succeeded. 

Rabbits Instead of that, the committee has been chasing rabbits 
all over the face of the earth seeking to find some 

evidence that would link the White House with the tragic events of 

Pearl Harbor. 

When Mr. Mitchell took the job (without pay) as chief counsel 
of the committee he did so with the understanding that its work 
would be completed early in January. which was the date called 
for in the investigating resolution for filing its fina] report. 

After a month of open hearings six days a week, with morning 
and afternoon sessions, the committee has heard only 10 of the 60 
witnesses scheduled for examination. The testimony of two of the 
ten has not yet been completed. At this rate it will be six months 
finishing the job. 

Some 3,756 pages of testimony have been taken. Of this amount 
less than a third, or 1,067 pages, was consumed by questioning of 
the committee’s legal staff. Committee members consumed the 
remaining 2,689 pages in questioning, by far the greater porton of 
it coming from Republican members, 


Ferguson For example, Sen. Ferguson, Republican, of Michigan, 

has consumed 1,219 pages of testimony alone through 
his questioning. He is responsible for Gen. Marshall, the former 
Army chief of staff, being kept on the stand most of the time in 
the gruelling examination he was subjected to for several days—a 
disgraceful proceeding, as most observers saw it. 

It is notable, also, that not a single bit of new evidence was 
produced by the cross-examination of Gen, Marshall. 

Ferguson examined Marshall twice as long as the committee 
counsel itself. If other members had followed the same tact, the 
general would probably have been kept before the body for a 
month. 

With five other official investigations of Pearl Harbor having 
been undertaken, Mr. Mitchell had a right to feel that the function 
of the present congressional] inquiry would be merely to review the 
evidence previously taken, as well as produce anything new that 
might be found. The committee has taken a different view. 

It 1s apparently out to question every source all over again, 
with the main emphasis on seeking to link Mr. Roosevelt with a 
plot to get us into war. 

Disgusted with the proceedings, Mr. Mitchell has resigned. His 
resignation will tend to put the activities of minority members of 
the group in a proper political focus.

WASHINGTON.—It will be a worth-while proj- 
ect for congress to do a little fact-finding of its 


current labor-industrial situation, 


as the ‘abor committees of both branches are planning to do before 


legislation is drafted. 


Some things need to be cleared up. 


It is obvious that some basic 
matters of bread and meat are at 
Stake in the strikes that have 
caused so much concern here. 
Workers don’t go on strike at the 
beginning of winter, accepting a 
stoppage of income and facing 
a dreary Christmas season on the 
picket line, without real grievances 
that go to the essentials of living 
for themselves and their families. 


THEY CAME into the era of 
peace, after having made a con- 
tribution to the war that was prais- 
ed on every side, to find a cut in 
their wages and with prices of 


‘everything they had to buy still up 


and going higher. 


There is a striking contrast with 
the situation of their bosses involv- 
ed, too, which was very cogently 
put by Philip Murray to the senate 
labor committee. 


The workers, the CIO president 
said, “Have suffered a cut which 
in view of the present level of 
prices has brought them substan- 
tially below standards accepted by 
authorities in government and 
elsewhere as necessary -for the 
maintenance of minimum healthful 
living conditions. 


“THEY SUFFERED this cut in 
the face of the most amazing profit 
levels in the history of American 
industry. I am afraid that it is an 
unfortunate fact that members of 
congress have not fully digested 
and considered the implications of 
the financial situation of American 
industry at the close of this war. 


“The Securities and Exchange 
Commission has estimated that the 
net working capital of all United 
States corporations’ will be about 
$50,000,000,000 at the end of 1946. 
Their liquid reserves will have in- 
creased by $25,500,000,000 since 
1939. 


“In 1945 corporate profits, after 
taxes, are estimated to run almost 
three times as great as the prewar 
average of corporate profits after 
taxes. It is estimated on the basis 
of thoroughly reliable data that 
profits after taxes in 1946 will 
equal or exceed the wartime 
levels.” 


THIS MAKES for a comfortable | 
situation for industry, particularly 
big industry in which workers now 
are trying to get wage increases. 
But beyond that congress has been 
most generous to industry. It not 
only repealed its excess profits 
taxes, but also moved up the date 
for making some billion of refunds 
available to improve its cash po- 
sition. 

Congress aroused some resent- 
ment among workers, too, because 
it acted promptly to confer these 
benefits on industry while it still |

LABOR HAS CHARGED that 


big industries are exploiting this 


favorable position to strike at it, 
pointing out that big, corporations, 
such as General Motors, can afford 
to face strikes without any appre- 
clable losses immediately. The ex- 
cess profits tax repeal becomes ef- 
fective the first of the year. By 
a,Shutdown of production mean- 
while corporations can save them- 
selves excess profits taxes for the 
rest of this year. It also is charged 
that some companies are delaying 
reconversion and resumption of 
full production for the same 
reason. 


Sen. Morse, Republican, Oregon, 
a member of the labor committee, 
is curious about all this and wants 
the committee to get facts. He 
wants to find out, he says, 
“Whether some in industry are tak- 
ing advantage of the tax savings 
to carry on a fight with labor at 
the expense of the whole public.” 
Perhaps congress, he suggested, 
should consider preventing the use 
of corporation funds in this way 
to fight labor. 


What Sen. Morse, former public 
member of the War Labor Board, 
wants to find out are some factors 
that have been overlooked in the 
present conflict. The public inter- 
est demands that they be brought
